How they Cook Locusts in South Africa . 1 

1 Swnrtboy first boiled, or rather steamed \ 
them, for only a small quantity of water wr.s 
put into the pot.

Sometimes 
they ore pounded, when quite dry, into a i 
Bort of meal, and, with water added to them, • 
are made into a kind of stirabout. When 
well dried they will keep for a long time, 
and they will frequently form the only store ' 
of food which the poorer natives have to de¬ 
pend upon for a whole season .—.Mayne Reid’s

How Gold is Found. 

It is a common opinion that gold is nlwaya 
found in the greatest quantities in drift in 
the deep still corners of rivers and their ed¬ 
dies—but it has not thus been found in Cali¬ 
fornia. On the contrary, it has been found 
most abundantly in tho ripples, ns they are 
called, those parts of streams where the edge 
of the primary gold bearing rocks have been 
most exp ose d lo A * 0 moisture and 

tho ntmosphere, gold is found in scales or 
nuggets or pebbles of every size. Its ap¬ 
pearance is that of having onco been con¬ 
fined with tiie primary shite rocltB, and then 
separated by superficial actions of nir and 
moisture. By the aid of surfkce moisture,- 
and the absorbing action of the roots of large, 
trees growing on the edges of gold bearing 
rocks, many of them have jpeen gradually 
disintegrated and decomposed, leaving the 
gold behind, precipitated and aggregated »n-
